E-MAIL FROM C. KERRIDGE, THE MALT HOUSE, EARL SOHAM, SUFFOLK 

(C. Kerridge contacted us last month after reading the Parish Born and Bred articles. He has now sent the 
following Deddington childhood memories. Shinty ? Ed..) 

We had seasons for - spinning tops, marbles, car tyres as hoops with a stick, conkers, roller skating, 
shinty, catapults (I’ve still got one). We'd be off all day to the Turnpike, the Plantation, Bloxham 
Birge, the Cherwell Valley — canal, river crossover, the Big Hole at Clifton, the viaduct, Tomhill, 
Chapman’s Lane, the Spinney, the ponds in Back Lane (Earl’s Lane). The present Rectory now stands 
on one pond I believe. 

We had gangs. East of the main road we were Downtowners. West of the road you were a newcomer, 
an Uptowner. (We insisted we were a town.) Fierce rivalry often ensued. 

The fish and chip van, Saturday 6 pm. in the Square: swimming down the Papermill: fishing in 
Bloxham Birge with a bent pin. The stubble fire there, causing firemen to run the river dry, exposing all 
the crayfish. Bonfires on November 5”. in the NE corner of the Castle Grounds, with jacket spuds next 
morning from the neighbouring field, courtesy of Shocky French ! Fear of P.C. Reynolds as he 
patrolled the streets on his pushbike. Racing matchstick boats down the new road-side gulleys in the 
Square in the pouring rain.

Talways enjoy reading George Fenemore’s articles which keep us up-to-date with our local 
countryside and his November offering prompts me to write. 

Why is it that farmers bring forward to autumn the spring sowing of grain and then complain that the 
winter weather is against them ? Farming will follow British car and motor-cycle manufacturing unless 
farmers become far more competitive. Our shops are full of internationally produced food and goods 
giving first class choice to all of us. Ironically it seems that everything we produce can be grown more 
cheaply abroad so, to survive, farmers must themselves find new ways of farming. They cannot rely on 
the £20 per week subsidy that every family pays through the CAP. If they can produce high quality 
food at competitive prices that is safe to eat, then of course we’ll buy it.

Well, we have made it here in one piece. There were times in the last two months when I didn’t think 
we would. Better to draw a veil over the whole thing... 

Our garden is full of delightful surprises. Most of the things I thought I would miss are turning up. As 
well as birdsong, there is dew on the grass, apple blossom on the rather stunted apple tree and lots of 
butterflies including, oh joy, a swallowtail on the bougainvillea. Also I have bindweed. It has 
variegated leaves and bright blue flowers but its behaviour is pure bindweed ! For shade we have a 
large eucalyptus tree and the back of the house is bright with bougainvillea and hibiscus.

It is time to remind everyone to CHECK their lights and 
wiring carefully, ensuring that there are no breaks in the insulation and that the plug 
has the correct fuse in it. Remember, just because the lights are fitted with a 13- 
amp plug it doesn't mean it needs a 13-amp fuse. Most sets of lights only require a 
S-amp fuse and some may only need a 3-amp fuse. Remember, a fuse is for your 
safety should a fault occur. If it is the right amperage it will blow before the wiring 
or appliance can overheat and catch fire. 

Fund Raising : On Saturday 18 November we held a Horse Racing night in aid of the 
Fire Service National Benevolent Fund. Everyone had an enjoyable evening and we 
raised £450. A big thank-you to the Royal British Legion for allowing us to use the 
Club for the evening, also to all the people who sponsored the evening and the 
races, and everyone who bought horses.

Tackling the parking problem 
As a result of an increasing number of complaints and concerns about parking in the Parish, 
particularly the Market Place, and of some suggested solutions from PC Bob Donohue, the 
Parish Council has set up a Parking Subgroup. Its members are Jim Bell (tel: 338649), Brian 
Cosgrove (338342), Maureen Cox (333486), Roy Hart (338871), Charles Newey (338282) and 
Vivienne Walker (338013). Its aim is to assess current parking habits and, in consultation with 
villagers, businesses, Oxfordshire Environmental Services and Thames Valley Police, to propose 
possible parking strategies to the Parish Council. 
Initially, the group is concentrating on two lines of approach: gathering data on where cars are 
parked and for how long, and identifying potential sites for additional off-road parking. Some 
data is available from the 1994 survey carried out for the PC by Gay Brewer's team and a new 
survey will be carried out in Feb/March. To be effective it will need careful planning and the 
help of an organised team of volunteer observers. In additi.on, early next year residents and 
businesses in key areas will be invited to help the group by completing a questionnaire on their 
parking needs. 
The group would very much welcome comments/suggestions about parking, offers of help with 
the survey and any thoughts on possible off-road parking areas (large and small, for short- or 
long-term development).

ON THE FARM 


My countryside musings seem to have ruffled a few feathers. I'm 
sorry for this but we all have different views and it would be a dull 
old world if we did not. | just get to put mine in print! be m3 
A letter in this month's DN suggests that British food is expensive, of poor quality and 
unsafe to eat. You would not expect me to agree with that. | will give a considered 
reply in the next issue of the DN. In the meantime perhaps the next time the author of 
the letter sits down to a meal of internationally produced food he might like to give 
some thought as to just what standards of animal welfare and crop hygiene were used to 
produce it. Too few people know too little about the very high animal welfare and crop 
production standards in this country, or about the high level of regulation which has 
placed British farmers at a disadvantage against foreign competitors. 

October has been a month of floods. If the Environment Agency had kept the rivers and 
streams dredged and the banks maintained as their predecessors the River Authority did, 
we would have seen a lot less damage to property and farm land. We have managed to 
plant most of our arable ground but it is still raining and we have some /8 acres of 
wheat and 50 acres of beans to drill. We have been more fortunate than many who 
have only been able to plant a small percentage of their normal autumn sown acreage. 
The ground is now so wet that it is doubtful that it will be dry enough to plant in the 
spring and may have to be set aside. So this year's 4 million ton exportable surplus 
could become a 4 million shortfall next year. 

The meadows are now ungrazeable, except by Canada Geese, several hundred Duck and 
thousands of Lapwings (green plover) and Golden Plover. The ewe flock has been moved 
onto higher ground and is now being hand fed wih hay and oats and will soon have to 
come in. We normally fatten off any remaining lambs on the aftermath from the hay 
fields but because of the flooding we had to sell them to make room for. the ewes, so 
this year we lost out at both ends. The April flooding set the lambs back and we did 
not start selling until mid-June. Now with the October floods we have had to sell them 
as store lambs for someone else to finish. 

Oh well, Christmas is caming, the Pheasants are flying high and the log fire is burning so 
damn the weather, | am going to have a good Christmas and then make a fool of myself 
on the pantomime stage in the new year. Happy Christmas! GEORGE FENEMORE 338203

PARISH BORN AND BRED 


This month we print the final round of memories from people who are Parish Born and Bred. Undoubtedly there 
is more to be recorded and researched. Unfortunately a monthly village magazine does not have professional 
historians at its beck and call. But what has appeared in the DN this past year has been invaluable - and will be 
used and referred to by future generations. A village magazine should record and preserve. The DN is proud to 
have been associated with the recording of these particular personal memories. (Ed.) 
Harold ‘Topper’ Davis, 5 Hudson Street, Deddington 
Topper was born on November 19, 1927 in what is now Dennis Franklin’s house (Denmar House) in the Market 
Place. His father exclaimed, “there’s a proper little topper” and it’s been Topper Davis ever since. Topper 
vividly remembers Bill Checkley’s saddler’s shop next door with its rows of hand-stitched harnesses outside. 
Topper started school at 5 years old, under Mr. Harmsworth, and reckons he was “not bad” at English but “not 
good” at sums. He moved to his grandfather’s house in Chapel Square (now No. 2) and started work, aged 13, on 
Jerusalem Lodge Farm (now Leadenporch Farm). 
Cliff Homans, Newanolde, Clifton. 
Cliff was born on May 30, 1921 in Clifton.“ An early memory is of having to leave Clifton School at age 8 and 
start with other boys at Deddington School, where Mr. Harmsworth was Head Master. To get there we had to 
walk. We took a sandwich for lunch, when we were given a small bottle of milk.. There was no school bus or 
school dinner. The bus started in 1952. 
I also recall standing at the door of Clifton Mill and watching the Miller and his man working. One year, after a 
bad storm, the Mill House was flooded. In good weather we bathed and learnt to swim in the Cherwell. The river 
then was nice and clean. In Clifton in the late 20s and early 30s there was a Church, Chapel, Post Office, a pub, 
three shops and a wheelwright’s workshop owned by Woolgrove. There was also a church organist.” 
Alan Humphries, landlord, Crown and Tuns, New Street, Deddington (The instigator of Parish Born and 
Bred.) 
Alan wa born on April 19, 1944, in Grove Cottages, High Street, where Dr O” Donnell lives today. Alan moved 
to The Paddocks, Hempton Road, when not quite 3 and he just remembers the bitter winter of 1946/7 when snow 
drifts piled up as high as the top of his front door. He has fond memories of his godmother, Auntie Tay-Tay (Mrs 
Flo Taylor, mother of Ernie Taylor) and godfather, Cyril Tustain, who still lives in The Paddocks. Alan went to 
the Windmill School, which closed in 1971. His first job was at the Council Offices on Earls Lane, where the 
Health Centre now stands. 
Arthur Lewis, born 1920s. (Arthur Lewis’ memories have been recorded elsewhere. We include extracts only 
in this report.) 
“J recall Joe Cowley delivering groceries for Mr Bert Weaver of Chapel Square (now Centrepoint) and Harold 
(Topper) Davis delivering the meat to customers from Smith’s the Butchers in the High Street (now part of the 
Holcombe Hotel). Syd Berry wa s another busy lad, baking and delivering bread and cakes for Mr W. Course of 
New Street at the end of The Style. On Sundays Bill Malcher did the paper-round for Mr Walter Saunders. 
In the Castle Grounds was a well-kept bowling green. The groundsman was Mr. Joe Ell and the club was well 
supported. 
“Looking back, I can remember most of the names of the doctors who treated the district so well through the 
years. They were Doctors Turner (who lived in Chapman’s Lane), Jones (Ilbury House, New Street), Hodges 
(Featherton House), Boston, Holloway, Le-Woolf, Woolaston, McCabe, Watson, Unsworth, Shakespeare, 
Charig, O’Connor and the present splendid team of Drs O” Donnell, Fell, Rush and Ruddock. Prior to the Health 
Centre patients were given a prescription for the Chemist, Mr. Stockdale, at Coniston House, New Street. Mrs 
Wing and Mrs. Bolton were the greatly appreciated receptionists.” 
(P.S. This is officially the end but, of course, if there are any ’Born and Bred’ who haven’t contributed to this 


project and asia i feel they would like to, there will always be space Jor their memories.)

THE WAY WE WERE Deddington 150 years ago by Buffy Heywood 


Extracts from the diaries of the Rev. Cotton Risley for the month of December 1850:- 

4th DECEMBER - | informed Mr. Churchill that | meant to discontinue my subscription to the 
Deddington Horticultural Association, in consequence of a letter in the Banbury Guardian by 
Mr. Faulkener (Junior) the week of the Show ~ about Finch our gardener exhibiting in the 
wrong class. 

14th DECEMBER - Franklin came on business about thatching the school. 

19th DECEMBER - | went to Cuddesdon to see the Bishop about the probable sequestration of 
this Living by our servant George against Mr. Brogden for a debt - owing for 5 years or more 
- of upwards of £126 - for money lent and for wages unpaid to and by Mr. Brogden to G. 
Dungate. 

21st DECEMBER - Distributed Susan's and my own annual gift to the widows of this place and 
the hamlets of tea and money. 

23rd DECEMBER - Sent to the old people in Adderbury their Xmas boxes that poor Mrs. Cotton 


used to give them - also a basket of things for old Nanny Smith. | ordered a quantity of beef 


at French the Butchers - also gave away two sheep besides other meat from French's to the 
poor. 

29th DECEMBER - Letters on sequestration of the Living were affixed on the Church door 
today. 

30th DECEMBER - Mr. Venables and ! drove down to Clifton to meet Mr. Gardener the farmer 
who had most generously and nobly given a plot of ground to build a Church or Chapel of 
Ease there - for the purpose of marking out the same preparatory to its legal conveyance 
being made out to the Ecclesiastical Commissioners or other proper persons ~ as Trustees.

CAN YOU HELP ANDREW WITH HIS FAMILY'S HISTORY? 

Andrew Robinson, a young New Zealander, wants to find out all he can about the MATTHEWS family, 
of Deddington, from whom he is descended. He tells me that in the 18th century, William Matthews, a 
Deddington weaver, married Rizpah Baker. They had 3 sons. Robert, a teacher, stayed in England, 
Joseph, a missionary, went to New Zealand in 1832, and founded the Kaitaia Mission for the Church 
Missionary Society. Richard, bom 1811, left England in 1831 on board the Beagle, with Charles 
Darwin. Richard was to have set up a mission in Tierra-del-Fuego, at the tip of South America, but this 
failed. He was left in New Zealand in December 1835, and joined his brother Joseph, working for the 
Church Missionary Society. Mrs Rizpah Matthews died after 1811 and before 1831. William later 
remarried.
